These words have special impact for Black 
Americans who, in their upward struggle towards first 
class -citizenship,.have found stalwart champions in 
the most unexpected places. ‘ 

Such a champion was Lyndon Baines Johnson, 
who more than any other President since the sainted 
Abraham Lincoln, threw. the weight of his powerful 
office behind—the civil rights movement, while 
challenging his country to structure a “Great Society” 
in. whieh 3. — 

“no child will go unfed and no youngster will go 
unschooled; where:every child has a good teacher and 
every teacher good pay, and both have good 
Classrooms: where every human-being has dignity and 
every worker has a-job; where education is blind to 
color-and° unemployment is unaware of.race; where 
decency prevails and courage abounds.” .... MADISON 
SQUARE-GARDEN. SPEECH, 1964. 

A native of Texas*brought up amid southern mores 
that dictated that the successful Dixie - politician 
meant adopting.an anti-Negro stance, the office of the 
presidency transformed this lusty opponent of the anti- 
lynching bill and. fair-employment practices, into the 
powerful champion who steered through the Congress 
the most effective Civil Rights Bill in the nation’s 
history, and challenged the forces of white racism by 
adopting the slogan of the Negro civil rights movement 
.. “We shall overcome”. 

There are those today who are zealously hacking 
away at the social program. his administration 
instituted. > ; 

Our great champion is gone, but the memory of his 
dedication” to our cause should motivate endless 
generations of the nation's black and poor, to endure 
whatever hardships ard sacrifices needed to bring into 
reality the Great Society which he envisioned.

Legal Expert Dramatizes Need

4n compliance, Gilchrist 
said one of the supervisions 
of the law requires that within 
10.days..after..cancellation_of 
a contract by the buyer, the 
seller is required to return to 
the buyer any cash or dowr 
payments made, and any 
credit notes or merchandise 
given as a trade-in. Upon 
cancellation, the buyer is 
required to be ready to: make 
available any goods delivered 
by the seller. 

Further, the buyer is 
required to take reasonable 
care of the goods delivered 
to him both before and after 
cancellation. If the seller 
does not demand possession 
of the goods within 10 days 
after-a cancellation, said Gil- 
christ, the buyer. may keep 
the goods and he is not obli- 
gated to pay for them. 

Continuing, Gilchrist 
emphasized that if this law 
had been in effect last sum- 
mer Legal Aid attorneys 
could have helped many 
consumers around the state. 

“For example,” he “said, 
“we could have been able to 
aid an elderly lady who had 
been pressured into buying a 
carpet sweeper. for her

Describing the activities 
and approaches of some 
door-to-door sellers, Gilchrist 
pointed out that one type is 
the one-shot--hit—and—run. 
salesman. His mission, said 
Gilchrist, is to sell a story, not 
a product, so his: pitch and 
approach are carefully re- 
hearsed..and perfected 50 as 
to_disarm his unsuspecting 
victim. 5 

He does not hesitate to 
play on the sympathy, shame, 
or conscience of the buyer; 
nor to capitalize on the ignore 
ance or lack of understand- 
ing of certain consumers, Git 
christ pointed out. Along with 
these situations, also, this 
type of seller takes advantage 
of the language difficulty of 
the newly arrived immigrant, 
the confusion of the harried 
housewife, or even fear of the 
elderly lady or single girl 
living alone; in order to make 
his sale. 

In addition to the high 
pitch sales tactics, there are 
other characteristics of direct 
selling which seem to leave 
the consumer particularly 
vulnerable. The buyer has not 
made a conscious decision, 
as by entering a store, to 
expose himself to a sales 
pitch — the seller's call’ is 
normally unsolicited. 

Consequently, the buyer 
has no way of screening the 
types of salesman who comes 
to his door. He can, however, 
choose the stores in which 
he shops. Further, the buyer 
may feel intimidated into 
making a purchase from a 
salesman within the home 
because there is no place to 
which he or she can readily 
escape. 

At ‘least seven Ohio cities 
and municipalities have 
enacted similar legislation, 


said—Gilchrist.—inctuding- 


Columbus, Cincinnati, 
Moraine, ~Whitehall, Grand- 
view, Westerville and Ketter- 
ing. These = ordinances~ are 
probably rendered invalid 
with the enactment of this 
law, Gilchrist commented, as

Some strange quirk among Negroes 
has always caused the black masses to 
look askance upon the role/and or 
contributions of the Negro middle class 
in the struggle to advance black 
Americans to first class. citizenship. It 
appears that the dilemma of the middle 
class “brother and sister" becomes 
more and more difficult with the 
passing years. 

Nevertheless, this. is the class, 
element in the Negro struggle that has 
borne the brunt of the battle for more 
than a century, and which, despite the 
disparagements of the “new Negro” of 
today, finds himself with a bull by the 
tail that he simply cannot tet go. 

For some time now, members of this 
middle class have been assailed by an 
array of extremists, as yesterday's 
“Uncle Toms,” where once they were 
the bulwark of yesterday's “militants.” 


Last Saturday the Phillis Wheatley 
Association held its 61st Annual 
Meeting. Next Saturday the Urban 
League will hold its 55th and in early 
May of 1973, the NAACP will round out 
60 years of service. Each organization 
has devoted the time, money and 
energies of a largely middle-class 
constituency to the alleviation of the 
Negro “condition” only to find 
themselves fair game for critics who 
fee! that unless one is willing to lump 
all Negroes into one class for the 
purpose of “black'solidarity,” achieving 
middle-class status somehow makes a 
black man a traitor to his race. 

There is a tendency to think that 
when a black American achieves 
middie class status, he. somehow 
thinks, acts, walks and talks like a 
middle-class white American.

and other “militants” zoomed upon the

However, the 
arrival at middie class status for 
Negroes is characterized by far too 


smany.ottheir_fellows as. some sort of __ 


stigma, rooted in white “brainwashing.” 

Throw it- out-of -your~mind.-Most 
sensible middie class Negroes (and 
they have to have some common sense 
to arrive at that status) are fully 
conscious that thay can never achieve 
complete first class citizenship until the 
very last black man and woman in 
Mississippi or in Hough have achieved 
it. 

Frankly the bieck militants (with the 
possible exception of those slick 
middle class blacks who gain personal 
Satisfaction and financial advantage by 
throwing dust in the faces of the poor 
and frustrated) in their demands for 
“black power” are really striving for 
bleck middle-class power. 

What motivated these thoughts is that 
zest for and support of the Phillis 
Wheatley, the NAACP and the Urban 
League has been steadily declining in 
almost direct proportion to the increase 
in the fruits of their efforts.

Crisis. In Public Housing 


The long-brewing ‘crisis in public 
*housing is about to erupt, as’ several 
major local’ housing authorities are 
teetering at the edge of bankruptcy and 
nearly forty others may have to throw in 
the towel before next winter 

Thus, the public housing program, 
which provides shelter for more than 
three million. low4ancome people and 
which has proved itself over the past 
thirty-five years, may be rendered 
useless at the very moment when the 
need for more housing is desperate. 

The crisis has tome about because 
the federal government has put a lid on 
Operating subsidies to local housing 
authorities. As originally conceived, 
public housing was to be built with 
federal aid, but rents were supposed to 
cover operating. expenses, This ar- 
rangement became unstuck in the 
1960s, when rising costs and inflation 
fed to rent hikes that threatened to 
place such housing. out of the reach of 
the very lowincome families it was built 
for, 

Congress then passed a law limiting 
‘public housing rents:to 25 per cent of a 
family’s income, resulting in rent cuts 
which the. government 
through-payments to the local housing 
authorities, Such an arrangement is fair 
and reasonable, but since the govern- 
ment has failed to release'the funds it is 
obligated to pay, many local authorities 
may go bankrupt. 

Basically, they're left with two al- 
ternatives —to board up their houses, 
or to turn them over to the federal 
government. Either would be 
disastrous. Eviction of hundreds of 
thousands of tenants and the closing 
up of sound buildings is unthinkable, A 
federal take-over would tead to even 
higher costs and to chaos. 

tt-thetocat-housing—authorities_just 
try to tighten their belts and save 
money by cutting maintenance and 
upkeep, the buildings will deteriorate 
and new slums will have been created. 

Caught in the bind between the local 

_ housing authorities ‘and federal budget- 
watchers are low-income: families who 
cannot afford unsubsidized housing,

housing now. Congress has set a goal 
of six million new housing units for low 
and moderate income families by 1978. 
That goal probably won't be met. 
Federal programs to encourage home 
ownership and to subsidize private ef- 
forts in this field have been shot 
through with scandals that may cost far 
more than the operating subsidies 
feeded*to keep public housing aficat: 

Even if subsidies continue to rise 
several times over, they won't cost the 
government as much as Its present sub- 
sidies to middie and upper-income 
homeowners in tax deductions not 
available to low-income renters. 

Public housing projects have come in 
for a lot of criticism, much of it amply 
merited, But there is evidence that 
many have learned from past mistakes 
and taken as a whole, the program 
houses. more. low-income people in 
decent homes than any other means yet 
devised, By-andarge, it has created a 
pool of managerial competence rarely 
to. be found in the private sector, and 
has_ mea source of employment, 
as well aS housing, for many thousands. 

While the spectacular failures, such 
as the Pruett-igoe project in St. Louis 
have been headlined, the many suc- 
cesses of the public housing program 
have been relatively ignored. In many 
instances, the problems the local 
housing authorities have had to cope 
with are problems created by the 
private sector, whose refusal to enter 
the moderate-cost fieid~ leaves iow- 
income families with little choice in 
housing. _Discrimination...too,._ raises 
Public housing costs since it forces 
more building in high land-cost central

It is clear that the system of public 
housing: must be saved and while fur- 
tWer-experimentation-in- housing is in 
order, this valuable institution should”

It is black over white; it is a

DEAR EDITOR: 


Ofien-tittle scenes of the past flit 
across the cinema of my mind and sup- 
press themselves into the subconscious 
to remain dormant forever. 

However, there is one that lingers a 
tittle tonger-and_yeappears.at frequent 
intervals. Maybe this. one refuses to 
bury itself permanently because it is 
inextricably tied to the United States of 
America. Not black or white America, 
but the America that is-destined-to-give 
meaning to those words inscribed on 
the» Statute-of Liberty, “Give me your 
tried, your poor, your huddled masses, 
yearning to breathe free." ~~ 

Oh, yes, the scene? It is that of a man 
holding the front door'ajar, lingering af- 
ter several “good nights.” His eyes lit 
Up as he spoke confidently of- the 
progress being made by the young 
Negro (at that time we black Americans 
accepted. the term). My wife agreed op- 
timistically. ’ 

| was inclined to be a pessimist for | 
recalled that as a young man in the 
early nineteen thirties, | had been naive 
enough to believe that my father’s 
generation would be the end of blacks 
who believe “white meant right." Also

When the young man left, we both 
agreed that he was absolutely altruisitic 
in his desire to lead the black American 
to the successful participation in an in- 
dustrial world, under the democratic 
principles of the only country in the 
world that holds out hope to all men. 

The next time | saw this young man, | 
was properly embarrased, for | was in 
traffic court. He politely asked if he 
could assist me in any way. He was 
then a police prosecutor..Being of an 
older generation, | was bothered about 
what people would think of my being in 
court. Could | not conduct myself ac- 
cording to the law? 

Of course this brilliant self assured 
young man finally became mayor by 
polling about ninety percent of the 
black vote. And wonder of wonders, 
this percentage included many blacks 
who deserted Mr. Abraham Lincoin’s 
ship. 

| had to admit that there finally was a 
new Negro on the scene, far from the 
generation of the nineteen thirties. He 
would haye ‘been fortunate then, to 
have gotten tHirty percent of the black 
vote. ; 

There was cause for jubilation! At 
last the black people of Cleveland had 
in their hands the nucleus of the in- 
strument of democracy! 

By way of digression, a democratic 
government is responsive to pressure 
in the form of wealth or numbers. 
Blacks have no wealth, therefore, they 
must learn to manipulate their numbers 
skilfully under the tutelage of men who 
are altruistic enough to know that their 
own future is predicted on the position 
of the whole. 

Cleveland became the first major city 
{o 6lect a@ black mayor, the nucteus of 
political power for the black minority. It 


« appeared that the city was about to pull 


itself together around a black man. 

: Then it happened! The unfortunate con- 
flagration in the Glenville District. Ar- 
son and-stupid thievery aggravated this 
shameful blot on our city. 

The incident nullified the tremendous 
effort the man had put forth to include 
the less fortunate in the benefits of an 
affluent society. 

The erosion of that nucleus of 
political power accelerated, when 
blacks slightly removed from the 
ghetto, showed the white councilmen 
how to wreck the housing program:

Black Staff and faculty of Ohio State University recently 
met with, Pres. Harold Enarson in the faculty lounge to 
discuss problems-faced by Blacks at the university. 

Prof. Mary alters outlined the problems as she and her 
committee saw them. She cited the recruitment of black 
faculty, tenure and promotions as being the most crucial. 
She pointed up the absence of a black person atthe cabinet 
and policymaking level. Further, she pointed out that black 
women low on the administrative totem pole. 

Mrs. Walter's speech was followed by comments. from 
Dr. William Nelson, chairman of Black Studies. Or. Nelson 
said that the university's employment of blacks left little and, 
as a matter of fact, nothing to boast about.

Or. Enarson said that he didn’t know how to build a 
university but he did know what would tear it'down. He said 
that in the past academic departments had been given a 
great deal of autonomy and they had been left to do their 
own thing. He didn't say that this would be changed, but an 
analysis of his off-and-on-the-record comments would 
indicate as much 

Dr. Enarson commented about the memorandum on 
tenure that has been circulated about the univérsity. He 
explained at it was an attempt to slow down the number of 
faculty members who received tenure. On the other hand he 
said thay anything that was done in that direction would be 
fairly done if he had anything to do with it. According to him, 
the fact that some of the black professors were the last to be 
hired should not make them the first to be fired, A 

In general, the audience seemed to be receptive ft Dr. 
Enarson's comments. During the reception that followed they 


seemed at ease with him and he seefned to be relaxed and ~ 


enjoying their comments.
